When you work with an accredited Veterans Service
Organization (VSO) or other accredited representative and follow these four
simple steps, you can receive a claim decision from VA within 30 days after you
submit your claim. Currently, VA is accepting DRC compensation claims for
direct service connection, presumptive service connection, secondary service
connection, increased disability, Dependency and Indemnity Compensation
(DIC), and Pre-Discharge, with some exclusions.
